Can you give us a short history of how 
you got into the jewelry biz? I have made 
jewelry since I can remember, since I was 
a very small child. First I was making clay 
beads and brooches out of Fimo, putting 
little crystal stones on them. It is an ob¬ 
session I carried through my life. In my 
teenage years I would make collage pins 
by taking apart old vintage jewelry and 
watches. When I graduated high school I 
moved to Europe for 3 years and studied 
some other jewelry making techniques 
while working as a fashion model. When 
I returned home I became even more seri¬ 
ous about my designs and began to make 
collections which soon became my life 
and business. 

Do you have a muse or muses? No, I think that's more of a male clothing-de- 
signer thing. My inspiration comes from everywhere, but mostly inanimate 
objects like art, books and music. I usually dream up my best designs while 
listening to music like Goldfrapp, Zero 7, Gabin and cinematic film scores 
from the 60's and 70's. Anything beautiful and dreamy makes me imagine a 
colorful world where the ideas for my collections are born. I also love mid¬ 
century mod furniture and architecture, and combining these ideas with 
whimsical candy colored design and sprinkling with sparkles. 

Barbie? Hello Kitty? How did you get hooked up with these icons of cute? 
I was invited by both parent companies of Hello Kitty and Barbie to design 
these collections. I have loved HK and Barbie since I was a little girl and it 
has been such a dream to create pieces inspired by them and work with 
these amazing companies. When I was in Japan last summer I spent some 
time with YukoYamaguchi who is the Creative Director and original designer 
of Hello Kitty. I was so flattered and surprised to find out that her favorite 
incarnation of Hello Kitty is our Pink Head collection. 

What's your favorite piece of jewelry in your line right now? Anything with 
a skull on it, especially our long skull pendant necklace. I really don't care if 
skulls are in or out or a trend or not; they are always a reminder of our mor¬ 
tality and for me that means living life to the fullest each day. In Italy this is 
called Memento Mori, (go to www.tarinatarantino to find out more)

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After getting into KISS, CHEAP TRICK and AC/DC with Bon Scott, 
I was yearning for something more raw and aggressive. I got the 
RAMONES’ and the SEX PISTOLS’ records as well as the DEAD 
BOYS’. I wanted to go to see these bands play but they were either 
broken up or going funk, disco or whatever was called “new wave.” 
I began writing songs with the encouragement of the Ramones’ 
three-chord wonderful simplicity and one day heard the DEAD 
KENNEDYS’ Fresh Fruit For Rotting Vegetables. Boy was it fresh: 
pure speed guitar and funny, intelligent lyrics. Then I saw BLACK 
FLAG on a late night TV show and a friend of mine told me about 
a four-piece black punk band from Washington, D.C. called the 
BAD BRAINS. They played faster than any band I had ever seen. 
Zoot suits, back flips, total commitment...! began writing faster 
songs after hearing the DEAD KENNEDYS, the CIRCLE JERKS and 
BLACK FLAG. I formed a band called HEART ATTACK with my other 
13-year-old buddies from junior high school in Queens, NY. We 
still needed a drummer so we placed an ad in the Village Voice 
and found Javier. He was 22-years-old and from Mexico City. He 
seemed like he was so much older than us. When I turned 14 we 
recorded the God Is Dead EP for local fanzine Damaged Goods’ 
new label. With a limited pressing of 300 copies we were able to 
get it into the cool import shops down in The Village. In those 
days I had to travel into The City to find records of impact. I got 
beat up for looking different by the kids in Queens and I ended up 
migrating to Manhattan to see whatever band was in town. 


The so-called “hardcore” scene was very small in those days. I 
remember meeting Ian and Henry at a BLACK FLAG/MISSION OF

BURMA gig at the Peppermint Lounge. Crowds used to pogo 
up and down at Max’s and other venues, but on this night I 
was exposed to a full-on creepy crawl D.C. / West Coast 
assault. It was exciting, like something brand new was about 
to happen. What was called “punk rock” was kind of yesterday’s 
papers and hardcore felt like something we were all creating 
together with more speed (not the drug) and a new set of rules. 
HEART ATTACK would go on to play for the next four years, 
opening up for bands like the BAD BRAINS (who always shared 
their equipment), THE DEAD KENNEDYS, THE MISFITS, CIRCLE 
JERKS and many more. We put out two more records: Keep 
Your Distance (on our own Serious Clown label) and Subliminal 
Seduction on Rat Cage Records. 

As the hardcore scene got more metal, macho and conformist, I 
started listening to THE REPLACEMENTS, THEJAM, BILLY BRAGG 
and others. I decided to break up the band on the 4th of July 
1984 at a CBGB’s hardcore matinee with AGNOSTIC FRONT, HR 
and the CRO-MAGS first ever show. I went on to form a band 
called HOPE. I got to see the world at a young age, make friends 
that I would have for life, stay away from drugs and learn the 
DIY ethos that still apply to my music today.

You don’t know what it’s like being a music journalist. For every 10 
bands you can think of, there are hundreds more you have never heard 
of and never will. Why? Because they suck. Now imagine it’s your to 
have to hear every single one of those bands. After days of hearing the 
same crap music, you think it’s all over, but no. And that is because for 
every ten bands that can claim a particular style, there are 1000 more 
that are copping that style and butchering it. Now you know why music 
journalists are bitter, grumbling malcontents. 

Everybody Hurts is a product of that cynicsm. Recognizing the myriad 
aspects and corollary elements of a certain musical genre-say...EMO, 
Alternative Press staffers Kelley and Simon took in all the flavors and 
quirks of them nutty emos and spat out a not-too-sarcastic and amusing overview.

THE PHOTOGRAPHY OF SUSIE J HORGAN 

Have you dreamed of seeing a photo of Ian MacKaye stuffed into a storage freezer, photos of Henry Rollins working at Haagen Dazs or 
just seeing a amazing array of the photos documenting the burgeoning hardcore scene of ‘80s DC (including photos of MINOR THREAT, 
S.O.A., TEEN IDLES) ? Susie Hogan’s book Punk Love beautifully captures all of that and more, (www.punklovebook.com) 


First off, why did you wait so long before you opened your 
archives and shared your punk-era photos with the world? 

It wasn’t a calculated decision. It all happened very organically. My 
punk pictures have always been precious to me but I never intended 
on publishing them in a book. Over the years Henry and Ian have 
used them for whatever they wanted, whether it was books or 
records. My pictures are their pictures. Anyway, my friend Mitchell 
Kaplan has a bookstore called Books & Books where I have been 
photographing all the authors for years. Well, he was having lunch 
with the publisher from Rizzoli/Universe, Charles Miers, and they 
got on the subject of punk and Mitchell said: “My friend Susie has a 
collection of punk photographs.” Mitchell put Charles in touch with 
me, then I spoke with Ian and he was really supportive of the idea. 
So I said: “Okay, let’s make a book”. 

Did you feel that now was the time to put them out there? 

Those photographs have developed a life of their own; it just all fell 
into place. 

Were you immersed at all in the punk scene before or after your 
connection with the D.C. scene portrayed in the book? 

Punk rock was already a part of my life before I was a student in 
D.C. I grew up in Newport, R.l. where there was a thriving surf/skate 
subculture that fell into the punk scene in the mid 70’s. I was raised 
on bands like BLUE OYSTER CULT, THE DICTATORS, RAMONES, 
BOWIE, ROXY MUSIC, NEW YORK DOLLS, and of course Patti Smith. 
Her music really spoke to me and still does. 

What kind of photography have you done since? 

I photograph my life. There is really no separation between my work 
and my life. My themes continue to be much the same as they were 
back then: freedom, justice, self-expression, a voice. I continued to 


photograph my friends who play music, which lead me into the 
world of writers and artists. I travel often to Haiti and Cuba and 
document life there. I also work closely with a non-profit group 
call Shake-A-Leg Miami which runs empowerment programs for 
physically challenged and underserved populations. I try to be a 
photographer with a social conscience. And yes, that all began 
back in D.C. 25 years ago with a group of revolutionary young 
bloods with a lot to say! 

You met Henry Rollins and Ian MacKaye at Haagen-Dazs 
where Henry was manager. Was he a kind boss or did he 
crack the whip? 

Both. Henry ran a tight ship but he was kind too. One time I didn’t 
show up for work all weekend. Prince came to play in town that 
weekend and I was dating his manager, Steve Fargnoli, at the 
time. Henry and Ian had no idea about Steve and Cod knows I 
didn’t want to tell them. I was actually a Prince fan so I blew off 
work without telling Henry. I felt so bad about it that I confessed 
my wrong to Ian and he told me to just go into work and apologize 
to Hen. So I did, and Henryjust smiled at me and handed me my 
apron. I appreciated that a lot. 

You have a load of silly pictures taken there, so I assume you 
guys all goofed off a lot... 

Yes, goofballs indeed. 

Pick one word to describe your impression of the scene? 

Unspoiled. 

When was the last time you went to a punk show? 

I went to South By Southwest in March and saw a lot of bands. But 
closing night at CBGB’s- where Patti Smith played tributes to, and 
sang covers of, all the great punk bands of that era. That show 
was true punk love. 














“I have no memroy of this picture. I guess I was asleep. A lot of 
people think this is Ian. There’s a guy who has this image tattooed 
on his leg. When he showed it to Ian, Ian said, *Hey that’s a great 
tattoo of my brother.’ He didn’t know it was me” - Alec MacKaye.

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For over 30 years LA’s The Germs have been synonymous with the 
chaos and nihilistic attitude of the early American punk rock move¬ 
ment. Three decades later they’re still a thorn in the side of the 
establishment- only now it’s because one of 4 em likes to wash. 

Don Bolles, drummer for the band, was arrested on April 4th on er¬ 
roneous drug charges that claimed his 8 oz. bottle of Dr. Bronner’s 


Liquid Peppermint Soap contained Gamma Hydroxy Butyrate, a 
main ingredient in the street drug Ecstasy. After pulling Bolles over 
routine traffic stop the police noticed the bottle of soap and 
became suspicious of its contents. The arresting officers performed 
a ‘field test’ on the soap to determine if it contained any illegal/ 
drug related ingredients. Because of the test’s questionable results 
Bolles was thrown in jail where he sat for three-and-a-half days 
over Easter weekend. [No word yet if the “field test " involved the 
soap walking a straight line, reciting the alphabet backwards, or 
peeing in a cup . -ed.] 


Days later the soap was examined at the far more reliable crime 
test laboratories of the Orange County police department where it 
was found to be completely free of any illegal ingredients.

The Main Dish: What we’re doing here is steak, grilled onion, sauteed 
mushrooms, garlic bread and a wedge salad. 

Ingredients: 

4 steaks - whatever type you want. We 
did NY strips. 

1 onion - whatever type you like 
1 box sliced mushrooms - it’s just easier 
1 load sliced sourdough bread 
1 head of lettuce 


1 bottle blue cheese salad dressing 
1 can bacon bits (totally optional) 
a little cheap ass phony butter spread.

I’ve been in punk bands since 1990, and since 1997 I’ve been touring. So 
today’s main dish and leftovers are done tour-style and are dedicated to 
every band, camper, tailgater or road tripper. This dish- and two leftover 
recipes- are things that can be done in a kitchen, but since I have done 
this before on the road, we’re doing it on a camp stove! 

The important part of tour cooking is realizing that you need to make 
your meals able to be stretched. And when you have leftovers you don’t 
want to eat the exact same meal twice. So we here at Eat Me are going 
to present you with a main dish to feed four and two leftover dishes that 
will do the same - but with a fully different twist than the first. 

First and foremost, when you know that you are going to be cooking on 
the road you need some standard universal stock. Camp stove, a pot 
and a pan, seasoning salt, pepper, regular salt, garlic powder, one solid 
knife and paper towels. All else is secondary and all the afore mentioned 
spices can be lifted from whatever restaurant you stop at on the road. (I 
steal most of my spices from a Cracker Barrel when on the road.) 


Now the most important fucking part here is the order in which you cook 
your food. You don’t want to do steaks first and have 'em bone cold when 
it’s time to eat. So we are gonna start with our prep work. Slice onions 
about 34 inch thick and slice from tip to stern (so that you can see rings) 
and salt. Next we’ll season our steaks with garlic powder, pepper and 
seasoning salt. Take your pot and put a spoonful of butterish stuff in the 
bottom, dump in sliced mushrooms and hit that shit with a little salt and 
pepper. Take sliced sour and butter each side and hit with garlic powder 
and salt. Now we’re ready to start cooking. 

My camp stove is one burner and 34 grill. So first I’ll lay down the onion 
circles and grill for 2 1/2 min on each side. Remove onion and set aside. 
Put mushroom pot on stove and start that going on medium-high. Your 
heat on the grill should also be high ‘cuz yer cooking steak. Beef likes high 
temp! As the ‘shrooms start to simmer get those steaks on. Please don’t 
over cook 'em; nobody likes that. So we’ll do two minutes a side for these 
NY’s I picked up. When both sides are done take the steak off the grill 
to rest for 10 minutes. As they rest slice the onion in a cross-hair pattern 
across the circle. Add chopped onion to mushrooms and place bread on 
the grill (about 45 seconds per side.) As your bread and onion/ ‘shroom 
dealy is cooking cut a head of iceberg lettuce in quarters. Place each 
wedge on a plate or paper towel, smooth side down. Pour dressing lightly 
over cut side of wedge and add pepper and bacon bits if you please. (You 
could add fresh crumbled blue cheese or capers or whatever - I just have 
never picked up fucking capers on the road.) 

So the salad is on one plate and now we present our dish. We’re gonna put 
the steak in the middle of a plate or paper towel. Dump some mushroom/ 
onion over the top of the steak. Slice the garlic bread and place on each 
side. Easy, right?

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The “before-show” ritual can be as varied as the rider in the case 
of most bands. Some need green M&Ms only, some want a stable 
of pretty ponies. Whilst some want beer, others want Coke. Whilst 
many choose the Chai Tea, Portland’s Clorox Girls opt for Tai Chi.

Against Me! are busy, busy boys. From the start their touring has been relentless and their output of recorded 
music constant and consistent. Despite their insistent motion these southern boys somehow found time to write 
and record New Wave, their major label debut for Sire. New Wave is another ferocious- or dare I say fierce- batch 
of the well-crafted rock we’ve come to expect from AM! No matter what the haters say New Wave is an undeniable 
accomplishment. And you can’t say they didn’t work for it. On behalf of PRC I recently caught up with guitarist/vocalist 
Tom to talk about their new record, some of their favorite venues, and getting engaged. And- oh yeah- being fierce. 


So you guys had to pick 4 venues that you really dig playing. Can you give us a few reasons why these were 
your choices? 

We based our choices on a few reasons: a) We really like the people who work at these venues, b) TRhey are good 
sounding venues, both onstage and from a crowd perspective and c) Vanessa said that PRC wanted photos of us in 
front of each venue so they had to be places in cities on the tour we were doing. 


I hear you’re engaged. Congratulations! Has being engaged changed how you view touring or writing music? 
Do you think it will change how you pursue your goals as a musician and as a member of a band? I mean, 


COMMON GROUNDS - GAINESVILLE, FLORIDA 



Jason - Owner of Common Grounds - Gainsville Florida 

1) How many years have you owned your club? 

I’ve been an owner of Common Grounds since we moved to our current location almost 
3 years ago. I worked for Common Grounds off and on for a few years before, at our old 
location. 

2) How did you get started? 

As the stupid name implies, Common Grounds started out as a coffee shop. We gradually 
began doing more and more shows after the two main clubs in town closed. At this point 
pretty much all of the coffee we make gets consumed by our staff. 

3) Most rewarding part of owning a club? 

I love being blown away by bands that I’ve never heard before. It doesn’t happen that 
often, but it’s definitely a faith-restorer. (Example: PART CHIMP) 

4) Most disappointing part of owning a club? 

People’s tastes. Popularity is such a bizarre thing. 

5) Most annoying thing a band can do when playing your club (either onstage or 
offstage, backstage, etc.) 


Where do I start? Opening bands whining about attendance, drawing too much 
attention to the merch table from the stage, too many covers, “clever” sticker 
placement, abandoning empty merch boxes. I could go on all day. 

6) Biggest change you’ve seen in music over the last 10 years? 

I may sound like a crotchety old fuddy-duddy about this but I genuinely feel that 
the “file sharing" movement has only served to cheapen recorded music and the 
live music experience for a vast majority of the population. Sadly, I see very little 
hope for recovery. At one point I used to think that “free” music would bring new 
exposure and a larger audience to live music, but I haven’t seen that happen. 

7) Biggest change you’d like to see in music? 

Someone needs to get to work on all of that shit I complained about in the 
previous question... 

8) Most memorable shows at your club? 

TALIB KWELI, OLD CROW MEDICINE SHOW, CALEXICO... too many. 

9) Dream Show? 

PAUL WESTERBERG, BOB MOULD OR LUNGFISH 









Frank Hendrix (owner of Emo’s) - Austin, Texas 

1) For how many years have you owned your club? 

Emo’s has been around since ’92. I purchased it in late ‘99 from Eric 
Heartman. 

2) How did you get started? 

I had loaned [out] money for a former manager to buy the club. Well that 
didn’t work out, so I found myself in the club business. 

3) Most rewarding part of owning a club? 

Watching these “kids” when they start, touring in a station wagon and coming 
back 16 months later on a $800,000 tour bus...just watching them grow from 
rowdy punk kids into responsible performers and business men. (I say “kids” 
because I’m twenty-five years older than everyone else.) 

4) Most disappointing part of owning a club? 

The actual money that you make operating a grassroots music venue. I am 
sure being the night manager of a “quickie mart” is comparable [but] without 
all of the bullshit. 

5) Most annoying thing a band can do when playing your club (onstage or 
offstage, backstage, etc.) 

An artist not taking the stage, or in some of the “high dollar” rap/hip-hop 


shows the “main artist” comes in at the end “kicks it” for 10 minutes and then 
“jets.” 

6) Biggest change you’ve seen in music over the last 10 years? 

What we’ve always done at Emo’s, [to] become mainstream...go figure. I guess 
it’s not “alternative” anymore? 

7) Biggest change you’d like to see in music? 

Some type of government support, at least on a local level. We get taxed for 
everything, between the high overhead, taxation and a hundred other things 
the government could give you a break on. It’s driving music clubs out of 
business all over the country. I would like to see the people who receive all of 
the tax money care about the services music clubs provide. 

8) Most memorable show at your club? 

That would have to be JOHNNY CASH. It was before my time but from everyone 
who saw it, Johnny’s rendition of a boy named “Emo” was a hit! 

9) Dream Show? 

For me it couldn’t happen as most of the line-up is dead. From a business 
stand point? About a $ 20,000 bar ring, no equipment screw-ups, a laid 
back band, and a road manager who can tell a good joke in-between barking 
orders. A show that all the patrons talk about for months and everyone makes 
it home safe. That would be a dream show. 


Do you think you’ll be able to go at your career with the same amount of drive and passion? 

Thanks! Being engaged hasn’t affected my view on playing music at all. Heather tours so she understands the 
lifestyle. I think that being married will only serve to increase my drive and passion. It makes working that much more 
rewarding. I’m no longer doing what I do for just myself; I’m doing it for someone else as well. 



Searching For A Former Clarity seems to deal with some pretty heavy, dark shit lyrically. Is there any sort of 
theme to the lyrics on New Wave? Did you write the lyrics from a different, maybe more positive, frame of 
mind this time around? 

When we were writing Searching For A Former Clarity I was 23. This was my least favorite year of life thus far. I think 
that comes across on the record. I wrote all the songs for New Wave when I was 25. This was my favorite year of life 
thus far (although 26 looks like it could give 25 a real run for its money.) I think this comes across on the record.

So ya’II must dig these four venues quite a bit. How do they compare to your favorite venues abroad? 

A lot of the times when you’re playing abroad the venue doesn’t matter, you’re just so happy for the experience you are 
having traveling. 

You guys bring several people out on the road with you. How much easier do they make your job of putting on 
a great live show? Part 2: Why is Bridey such a mean drunk? 

Aside from all the physical work that Jordan, Bridey, and John do (that we couldn’t possibly handle all by ourselves): if 
they weren’t around and it was just the 4 of us on tour there’s no way we would have lasted this long as a band. We are 
completely in their debt. I decided to go ahead and ask Bridey the answer to the 2nd part of your question. Her response 
was: “’Cause Jeremy is a bag of dicks, and I’m mad about it all of the time. I drink to deal with the anger.” 













This last question is a real softball. Where did the idea for the new album cover come from? Did the cover of 
the record or the tattoo on your arm come first? They’re the same image, right? 

About a year-and-a-half ago James bought me a back patch of a tiger for my jean jacket. I love the patch. I was 
looking through an issue of National Geographic and came across a picture of a panther making a similar “roar face.” 
I tore the picture out and based a design off the photo. I didn’t originally plan on it being the cover of the album. I was 
originally just going to get a tattoo of it. I worked on it during the down time in the studio while we were recording. The 
more I worked on it the more I thought about it as a possibility for the cover of the record. I thought it fit for a couple 
reasons. I worked on it while we were recording (as I said) and the picture it’s based off of was a Florida Panther 
(we’re from Florida.) And finally our record is totally fierce (just like the panther.) 

Plus one bonus question from the crack staff at PRC: 

What’s on your “rider”? 

Beer, Jameson, Water, Gatorade, RedBull, Bread, Peanut Butter, Jelly, Tortilla Chips, Hummus, Pistachio’s, 
Almonds, Vegan Gummy Bears, Banana’s, Oranges, ice, clean towels. The basics.

Erik and Gretchen Funk of the Triple Rock. (Erik is in Dillinger Four and 
answered the below...) 

1) How many years have you owned your club? 

We’ve had Triple Rock for 8-and-a-half years, but didn’t start having live 
music until Summer 2003. 

2) How did you get started? 

It was Cretchen’s idea. She talked me into it. She had a lot of restaurant 
experience, and I thought I could figure out the bar part with her. I figured I 
had played in enough clubs that I should be able to figure that part out. We 
sort of just made it up as we went along. 

3) Most rewarding part of owning a club? 

I think for both of us it’s just being in control of our work lives. It doesn’t have 
as much to do with owning a club as just owning our own business in general. 
Beside that, never paying for booze and booking bands like NAKED RAYGUN, 
THE DICKIES, THE BUZZCOCKS, and so on is pretty kick-ass.

HOW LONG HAVE YOU BEEN IN 
PENNYWISE? 

I joined in 1989, so that makes 18 years. You’re 
ten years old now, so I’ve been in the band almost 
twice as long as you’ve been alive. 

WHAT MADE YOU DECIDE TO WRITE A 
BOOK? 

I was working on a book about the history of 
Hermosa Beach punk music while I was on tour, 
and the last part of it was about what it’s been 
like for our band coming from the same town as 
bands like BLACK FLAG, the CIRCLE JERKS 
and the DESCENDENTS. That section started 
being about how strange it is to be in a band and 
a parent at the same time, and that’s when our 
booking agent asked if I wanted to write a book 
called “Punk Rock Dad.” I told him I already had 
it half way written. 

WHAT’S THE BOOK ABOUT? 

It’s mostly about what its been like growing up listening to punk music 
and being surrounded by skate punk culture, and then becoming a 
dad, and how it all kind of warps your perspective about both. It’s 
also about poo. 

HOW LONG DID IT TAKE YOU TO WRITE THE BOOK? 

A lot of it I wrote on a tour bus or in hotels in the U.S. and Europe, 
but I mostly wrote it over a six month period at home in between 
tours. I could have written it a lot quicker if you and your sisters 
didn’t keep attacking me while I was on the computer. 


MORE “DAD”? 

I’ve never been very “punk,” in the pure form, nihilistic Sid Vicious 
or Darby Crash type way, but I listened to the music since it started, 
went to shows and collected vinyl, so not sure what that makes me, 
a fan I guess. But I am getting better at the dad thing. I look pretty 
awesome in a robe and boxers now. 

DO YOU THINK THE BOOK WILL BE SUCCESSFUL? 

I think it will be bigger than the Bible, War and Peace, and Harry 
Potter combined. 

CAN I HAVE A PUPPY?

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How did Punky Moms start up? 

Punky Moms was started by a young tattooed exotic dancer in 
Dallas, Texas named Jessica Seymour. She became frustrated 
pretty quickly after she realized how square the parenting world 
really was. So she started an internet forum in hopes of finding 
some cool parents to hang out with. The local Dallas area took 
off pretty fast and she had bake sales, potlucks and even threw 
a Punky Moms Bazaar craft fair. The word got out to other areas 
in the US, more local groups formed and the online community 
became a place for punk rock parents to vent, ask questions, 
get advice, etc. It has become a haven and lifesaver for so many 
moms. Where else can you ask: “Can I breastfeed with nipple 
piercings?”Jessica became overwhelmed after she had her second 
child and went back to work full-time. She handed the business 
over to me. We are still really good friends. I then took in two 
partners: Sarah Fanning, mom of two and technical writer and 
web designer for a defense firm in Washington, DC and Jennifer 
Johnpoll, mom of three and a freelance web designer in Florida. 
I’ve worked as a fashion designer for Trashy Lingerie the last 13 
years. The three of us make a really good team and even though 
we all live far apart, we’re really great friends! 

Where do your members live? 

All over the world! The bulk of the members are here in the U.S. 
though. Our largest group is in Orlando, Florida. We have a pretty 
big Long Beach/Los Angeles group and the East Coast group is 
growing like crazy. We are all really close and often get on planes 
to fly out and meet each other, aside from doing swaps and 
sending each other lavish crafty gifts in the mail! 

What kind of stuff do you have on the site? 

Ourmain site, runand designed byjenniferjohnpoll- Punkymoms. 
com- has a very active forum, a great blog feature and a photo 
gallery for members. We run a lot of contests and are now 
featuring craft tutorials. We also have an online ‘zine, put out 
by Sarah Fanning, with stories from our members, recipes, punk 
rock parenting tips, etc. We are currently revamping our recipe 
site and we have a store that sells hand-screened t-shirts and 
hoodies that I make in small limited batches in my kitchen. We 
also have grocery totes and we plan to expand on those big time. 
There’s not much in the store right now, because it all usually 
sells the minute we put it up. I need to get my ass back in the 
kitchen! 

Our forum is really our main feature. We have around 4,000 
members now. It is really much more than a parenting forum 
though. It’s huge, overwhelming and addictive as trucker crank. 
We have sections for breast feeders, formula feeders, special 
needs parents, natural and home birthing, medical, potty 
training, TTC, PPD, pregnancy- all things parenting. Then of 
course [we have] a huge cooking section, Punky Moms living, 
green living, music and media boards. We even have a MILF of 
the month board, which is extremely fun and quite evil. We have 
an amazing and highly intelligent moderating team online most 
hours of the day to answer any questions at all! Really, it’s Punk 
Parenting 911! We condone the use of bad language and when 
we’re not pregnant, there’s a happy-hour live chat going on just 
about every night, because drinking and babbling on the internet 


is scary and fun! The community is free to join and is very private 
(post count-protected). You could only imagine the creeps that 
try so terribly hard to join up so they can see our 20-page long 
thread entitled “Dirty Whore Pics”, where we all show each other 
naked slutty pictures. Ha ha! 

Do ya’II get together live and in person? 

We do. We had our first annual Punkymommacon in Las Vegas 
last summer. I believe the next one will be in Austin, Texas. No 
matter where in the world we happen to travel, there will always 
be another Punky Mom to hook up with. 

What’s next for Punky Moms? 

Aside from continuing to offer free help and support to young 
punk rock parents, the stuff we sell in the store and any donation 
goes straight to keeping the community up and running, which 
is our first concern. We have a cookbook in the works, Punky 
Moms Kitchen of Curiosities, and the artwork is being done by 
my best friend Elizabeth McGrath. We have had several offers to 
put out a parenting book- a manual on punk rock parenting of 
sorts. It sounds like a riot. And yes, we will someday. But does 
anyone know what it’s like to even try to take a pee with a toddler 
climbing all over you? So yeah, the manual will include "How to 
write a novel about punk rock parenting while being ambushed 
by two-foot tall Mohicans”. 

If there was a motto for Punky Moms everywhere what would 
it be? 

Punky Moms: kicking motherhood in the ass. One asshole at a 
time.

She is really frail, wearing a pink dress, and you can’t see her 
face. I think I was in 3rd grade when I first saw it in a book. Someone 
said they thought it looked happy. It blew me away because I thought it 
looked tense and looming, like there was some awful fate waiting for 
her in both buildings, but she had to choose between one or the other. 
Before that everything was black and white to me- like math- and this 
[art] seemed like a grey area where there wasn’t an absolute. 


2. What was the subject matter of your earlier works (grammar 
school through high school?) 

From grammar/middle school the thing I most remember making is 
a super shitty clay figure of a woman in a blue dress with long black 
gloves. Her head fell off, but I think it’s still in the basement of my 
parent’s house. In high school I started going to shows and really getting 
into music and photography. I took pictures of everything; buildings, 
bands, my shoes, flowers, my friends, myself, trees. I loved it. I drew a 
lot too. I have a sketchbook with a pretty crucial portrait of Robert Smith 
from 1 Oth grade. It looks more like him if you look at it upside down. 

3. Are there schools you’ve attended or cities you’ve lived in that you 
consider influential to your work? 

I guess cities have influenced the medium but not so much the subject 
matter. When I lived in Detroit I just wanted to take pictures of the city

to appreciate different things, people, and situations anywhere- a small

Then when 
I moved to Oakland I wanted to paint and make collages more than take 
pictures. Now in Gainesville I want to paint, collage and take pictures of 
the cool, weird, small-town Florida stuff here. 


4. What is 
going on when 

you’re working? Are there specific 
records that you listen to? Where do 
you do most of your work? 

I don’t get much joy from actually 
painting a painting. I just want to see 
it done. That’s when I’m stoked. When 
I’m working on a painting I’m stressed 
about whether or not I’ll be able to 
finish it before I fuck it up. I enjoy the 
process of making collages or taking 
pictures a lot more. Either way I’ll 
usually listen to something over and 
over to zone out. I like to listen to old 
timey songs from the 1920’s- 40’s. I 
do most of my crafty business in “The 
Crass Room.” It’s a room in our house 
with records and a record player, a copy 
machine, a scanner, markers and pens 
and glue sticks; pretty much anything 
you’d need to make something. I 
used to do everything in my bedroom 
everywhere else I’ve lived. But in 
Gainesville you can rent a whole house 
so we have a room totally devoted to 
making things where we hang up all 
of our Crass fold-out posters from the 
LP’s. It’s awesome.

7. How many of your own 
thoughts and perceptions are 
put into your work? 

Would you consider your work 
somewhat autobiographical? 
A hundred percent, although 
I usually don’t notice when 
I’ve got an idea or am making 
something that it’s reflecting 
some part of my life. Almost 
always when I look back 
at things I think “Whoa! 
That piece references a very 
particular thing that was going 
on at the time I made it.” But [it 
is] also a thing I almost didn’t 
even realize, let alone address, 
was happening. Trippy, huh? 


5. Are there other facets of art that 
inspire your work or that you are 
involved with? 

1 like guerilla style art, like graffiti/ 
stencils/wheat-pasted stuff. That style 
inspires me to do more graphic things 
in my work and not take it too seriously. 
It also makes me spray-paint things 
around town that apparently only my 
partner-in-crime and I think are funny 
or noteworthy.

I really do consider Matt Skiba 
an incredible gyro.

9. Have you ever caught anyone stealing and put them in a headlock? 

You know I have! Not on purpose though. It was in Salt Lake City and I 
saw this little weasel-child trying to grab something from under the merch 
table. The next thing I knew I had him in a headlock on the ground with 
my knee in his back. I guess I had jumped over the table, chased him 
through the crowd- almost all the way up to the stage- and grabbed him. 
It was so weird, like an animal instinct kicked in. 1 don’t remember much 
except for the moment when I 
grabbed him by the shirt and he 
started trying to take it off. That’s when I thought, “oh hell no!” I also was 
really annoyed that once I had him and had taken back the shirt he stole he 
wouldn’t look me in the eye. I suppose he was embarrassed. Getting chased 
and put in a headlock by a girl almost twice your age is probably really 
embarrassing when you are a 16-year-old boy trying to look like a badass 
at a sold out Alkaline Trio show. The lesson to be learned from this by any 
prospective future thief is this: don’t fuck with my friends stuff, man! I 
mean, the shirt cost like $3. It was totally the principle of it. I felt like kind 
of a jock asshole right after that for a sec, but he deserved it. And the only 
thing I hurt was his pride. Plus, everyone called me Headlock Hannoura for 
the rest of the tour which was pretty funny. 

10. You’ve done artwork and photography for a lot of bands. Who are 
some of the bands you would never work with? 

I’d never work for any band that- either through their music or their actions 
as individuals outside a band- advocated sexism, racism, a pro-life stance, 
classism or bigotry. Aside from that there are a few bands I think it’d just be 
embarrassing to say I’ve worked with, either because they are hypocrites 


or because they make really shit music. Instead of naming names (because 
that’s totally immature -She Wants Revenge...Who said that? Did you hear 
that?) I’ll just quote Filth here: “...and the list is thousands long”. 

11. What is something you love above all things (in one word?) 

Truth

Dishonesty 


13. If you had to eat one food for the rest of your life w hat would it 
be? 

Those hot dogs from the 80’s with the cheese center...sike! Tofu and brown 
rice with nutritional yeast and Bragg’s; hands down, no contest.

I never get exhausted with or disinterested in them, 
whether they’re attached to a body or not. I would photograph buildings. If 
I was only painting legs I think buildings would be a good contrast.
